1. I, James Fallon, declare and say I am a co-inventor of the claims of the above- 
identified patent application. 

2. I understand that claims 1-7, 16, and 33 were rejected as anticipated by Alexi et al. 
((May 1997) Neurosciertce 78:73-86; "Alcxi^ 

3. As evidenced in paragraph 4, below, the invention as claimed was conceived and 
reduced to practice prior to May, 1997, i.c., prior to the effective date of Alexi. 

4. The claimed invention of a method of attracting a glial progenitor cell, or a progeny 
of aglial|^ogenitorcell,to astte ofcentntl nervous system lesion or danrnge^involvingadministering 
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a compound that binds to an epidennal growth factor receptor, was conceived and reduced to 
practice before May 1 997. The claimed invention is dcscribedin the doctoral thesis of Steven James 
Rcid, which was deposited with the Office of Graduate Studies of the University of California at 
Irvine in March, 1997. A copy of Steven James Rcid^s thesis is provided herewith as Exhibit 4.
